o'clock this morning, ,it his home No. 
1432 North Michigan street of old age 
and general debility, 


'Deceased was born in Vlasim, near 


Prague, Bohemia, February 4, 1S17, and 
was the son'of John 
and Josephine 


Kraupa. His boyhood days were spent 
in his native country and lie learned 
the trade of weaver. 


In 184S he bade good-bye to his na- 


tive land and crossed the ocean with 
Charles Kuntz, a wealthy 
Bohemian, 


who paid his passage and permitted 
him to work in his employ until the 
money had been repaid, it requiring 
eighteen months'to do" it. 


Mr. Kunte bought a .large tract of 


land near Racine aiid Mr.' Krtmpa su- 
perintended -it for him,,' and'.become the 
very first Bohemian' settler here..'. 
' Afterward Mr. .Kraupa entered . the 
employ of J. G. Conroe, then a' promi- 
nent hardware merchant, working first 
at blacking .stoves.'- He remained with. 
Mr. Conroe sixteen years; when "his em- 
ployer died and he purchased the-.stock. 
The stock was not large, but 'he'- soon 
built' uj) a good "business.

ing health Mr. Kraupa was obliged to 
rotiro-—aTid"Tntcr he became , .totally- 
blind. Mr. Kraupa was one of the or- 
iginators of the Bohemian society, Nar- 
odni Jcdnota.

Cepelek, who died some years ago. Mr. i 
Kraupa wns a kind hearted and gcncr-' 
on* man and at one time the most prom-.' 
ionnt and influential Bohemian in ]la- 
cine.

BARNYARD, MANURE. - 


Fact* About Fermentation and Ap- 


plication In tbe.. Field.' 


Fermentation of manure always en- 


tails a loss of organic matter. It also 
means, an. escape of a part of the nitro-' 
gen. The looser the pile, the. greater 
will be the deterioration. : Fire fanging 
is injurious'-to the quality of .manure, 
and results chiefly from an insuffl-, 
ciency of moisture. Liquid excrement 
by itself rapldly'loses In value; Its ni- 
trogen -escaping'as carbonate, of ••am-, 
monia. These facts/point' to-the great 
desirability of controlling fermenta- 
tion (3) by fermenting the, solid and 
llQUid excreta together—this can only 
be accomplished" by using a sufBclency 
of litter or' absorbent; (2) by ferment- 
ing "hot" and "cold" (horse and sheep 
escreta belong..to the first class, that 
from the covr and pig are of the latter 
class) manures together;-(3) by keep-, 
ing the heap' compact and moist, thus 
excluding excess of air. Fermentation 
must be' regulated and controlled by 
these means or the losses that ensue, 
will more than outbalance the benefits 
to be gained. 


With' regard, to the respective effects 


of fresh and rotted manures on differ- 
ent clsases of soil It may be stated that- 
fresh manure .is.better for clays and 
heavy loams, since.it does much'.to1 im- 
prove 'their physical, condition by;ppcn- 
ing them to the air and making'them 
more friable. On the other, hand, rot-, 
ted manure is better suited to light and 
sandy soils, tending to make them; 
more compact and retentive of mois- 
ture. 


Fresh manure may with advantage 


bo used1 for crops which have a Ions 
season of .growth, while rotted manure, 
with its more available plant food, will 
Klv'e-better, results for "such as-gather 
their food and reach maturity:dnrlng a 
shorter, period.' Excess of fresh" ma-, 
nure tends to-rankness of .growth and 
the undue development 'of :foliage .and 
Is.frcqiientlytbe cause of "lodging" In 
grain, and-too' much ''top,-" or-leaves, in

IOKC any of -Its nitrogen? In 1892 we 
conducted some experiments which 
proved conclusively :that the loss from 
volatilisation of ammonia, when the 
manure was spread in thin layers and 
allowed to dry out was so very small 
that It could be disregarded. It ap- 
pears that Iu manure so treated fer- 
mentation is at once arrested. 


As to frequency of application the 


present opinion, as gathered from ei- 
perience, Is that it is better rather to 
feed the Crop than to try to permanent- 
ly Improve tlie-soil, though,' of course, 
both are Intimately connected, and one 
cannot bo done without In a largo 
measure accomplishing tbe other. How- 
over, the principle here stated points 
to the advisability of light and fre- 
quent dressings rather than heavier 
applications at longer Intervals, and 
there can be no doubt but that it is 
more profitable to dress with ten tons 
every second year thau to apply CO 
tons every fourth year.—F. T. Shutt.

Select-' new - oaki 'barrels; and -. inject 


live steam into' theia. • ^Bj- this: means 
every; portion • is thoroughly cashed, 
6nd'the ieloment which will p;lve the 
cldor :a-woody taste will 'be'removed. 
If steam cannot be had,.-partly;fiU the 
b:irrcl with'water and drep'. In'.through 
tlic buns'small lumps-of quicklime. 
Chemical action .will take place, and 
the'heat .thus generated fi-lll assist the 
lluic in-.neutrallxing the itnnnlc' acid 
and destroying any flavoring material 
which tho wood may contain. Allow 
the llmewater to remain In the barrel 
for a few days and then rinse out, sonic 
v.-itli salt water and finally fill with 
pure water and allow It to remain for 
nt least 24 hours. The barrel should 
then be In a condition -to keep cider 
and vinegar perfectly. 


Old linn-els should be used cautious- 


ly. If they litive contained no material 
which has permeated the wood, they 
may. be cleansed by the use of steam, 
hot potash lye obtainable from wood 
ashes or crude potash secured in drug 


I stores. They must be treated rcpeat- 


j cdly and thoroughly rinsed and draln- 
' cd. The old barrels may be satisfac- 
tory, but It Is better to secure new ones 
If possible. Whenever the vinegar or 
cider barrel. is emptied It should be 
thoroughly .washed out withliot water 
and then with cool. After that a small 
vessel, containing 
burning, sulphur 


should be placed Inside and the bung 
closed. Before being used the barrel 
should be thoroughly washed out to 
remove the sulphur fumes, says Ameri- 
can Agriculturist iu conclusion.

Soy beans stnnd drought well and 'arc 


not touched by chinch bugs, but are a 
favorite feed for iiibblls. The college 
sent out many small lots—one and two 
quarts In a lot. Most of the reports 
from these small lots snid that the 
beans came up well nnd while still 
young were entirely destroyed by rab- 
bits. For this..reason wo recommend 
Kansas farmers to plant five acres for 
1 


a trial patch. • One bushel will plant 
two acres, and where two to five acres, 
are planted the rabbits can take the 
outside.rows, iuitl there will be enough, 
left to give a four test. 


• If the beans a'vo allowed' to become 
.ripe before being cut, they sometimes'; 
shell'. badly,- farmers , occasionally, re- 
porting .a. loss of half-'or more of-*he 
crops fi;om this .cause. . The beans 
should -be cut. before becoming -rips. 
Beans cut'when-the pods begin to turn 
brown shell but little, says the Kansas

HOW MANY HENS? 


•i«e of Floclt Tint C«n Be Prontablj 


Kent In-One Pen. 


It is a. matter .of Importance, to de- 


termine bow many laying hens may;be 
profitably ktipt- in a poultry house. It 
Is especially .important Iu those* regions 
where the climate is such that careful- 
ly constructed buildings are required 
for the proper, housing of fowls in .win-1 
ter. 
The opinion. ;is.. quite1 generally 


held that when kept'in yards or allow- 
ed'to roam-at-'will, hens ;do best in 
flocks .of about 40 or 50 and that when 
confined..in winter -quarters, each- lay- 
.in£ hen requires about'; ten square feet 
of 
floor'space. 
• The :':6.lze of'the flock 


which may be profitably kept In a pen 
of definite size. has' been- recently re- 
ported upon'by the Maine''station. The 
station' poultry building • contained 15 
pens alike in size and arrangement of 
-\vlndow space and gravel, bone aud 
water dishes. - The pens were J.O .by 1C 
feet, and the entire floor space of 1GO 
square feet was available, since the 
walk used, by the attendants: was. ele- 
.vated above the floor. 'The tests were 
made with four,lots of 15 pullets 'each, 
four lots of 20. four lots o£ 25 and three 
lots of 30. The breeds selected were 
Brahma and' Barred Plymouth Eoclcs, 
there being eight lots of the former and 
seven of the latter. With each breed 
the lots contained from 15 to 30 Indi- 
viduals. Tho experimental conditions 
would-give the lot's containing 13 pul- 
lets 10.0 square feet of floor space each, 
the lots containing 20'pullets 8 square 
'feet each, tlwse containing 25 .pullets 
0.4 square feet and those containing 30 
pullets 3.5 square feet^ .Care was taken 
to have the. individuals in the lots as 
iiniform:as possible in form, size and 
vigor. All the pullets wore.hatched 
early iu May, with the exception of one 
lot of 15 which, was-hatched about two 
weeks earlier. The test began in. No--, 
vembcr nnd continued six months. 
Careful records of the' egg production, 
etc., were kept. The. results with-the. 
different lots of the same size were 
found to be quite uniform. 


A summary, of the more Important 


results shows-that the lots containing 
20 liens gave a greater total'net profit- 
per lot than did.those corita'ihlng any 
greater or'less' number.of liens", 'tots 
with 25 hens 'gave .slightly greater net 
returns tbap d^id the 15. hen 'lots. The 
lots that.had.3p, heas. each 'gave. very. 
niuch'les^.jn<itire,tjiras ilian;dld.any of 
the others. " The .average net profit per 
hen;' however, steadily decreased as 
the number of 'heris'per pen, increased, 
being 'SO- cents- -per -heu'-dnrlDg -.six 
months with the lots of 15 and only 
30 cents wrth the lots of 30. 


The tests .bdlcate In general that 


the best results will be obtained by 
allowing each lien from eight to ten 
feet of'floor space.

American Beekeeper gives the fol- 


lowing plan for moving one or two 
hives a short distance: 


"Set all frames containing unsealed 


.brood, queen and nearly all the bees in- 
to another.hive.body and place it upon 
the stand where it Is desired to have it 
remain, leaving but a few'frames of 
comb with honey and sealed brood up- 
on the old stand. In the evening of tho 
sc-cond day carefully transfer the old 
hive also to the new location and, hav- 
ing Its bottom board removed, set It 
upon the' hive first removed. If a board 
or other object is set against tho front 
oC the hive, causing the bees to note 
their new location - upon firsf starting 
out in-tbe morning, but few bees will

Jy than do crops of wheat. Rotation is 
tlie most important part of cultivation 
on all farms and doubly Important 
where flax is grown, says W. M. Hays 
of Minnesota.
